Funding almost over for new engagement site

The Community 

Engagement Site, which 
opened only six months 
ago, will be closed at the 
end of the month if funding 
to keep it open isn’t deter¬ 
mined. 

The site is one of several 
in Alberta’s rural communi¬ 
ties that allow a place for 
community members to 
take courses and hold 
meetings and have access 
to SuperNet technology 
such as video conferenc¬ 
ing, Smart boards and com¬ 


puter systems. 

Started three years ago 
through the Community 
Learning Campus and 
Alberta Rural Development 
Fund, the sites were creat¬ 
ed on a phased-in basis. 
Didsbury was one of the 
last to be constructed, and 
opened six months ago at 
the Didsbury High School. 

“Other places have 
developed a culture of 
use,” explained Lyle 
Schulz, site coordinator, to 
council earlier this month. 
He said though the site has 
been open for six months, 
it’s only been fully func¬ 


tional for four and people 
are still getting to know 
more about what it is and 
what programs it offers. 
“CES funding is gone at the 
end of June. Ut ortunately 
we were at the end of the 
whole thing and only hail 
six months to get up and 
going," he said, explaining 
at this point the site is not 
self-sustainable. Funding 
for Schultz, the only 
employee, is what needs to 
be covered. Olds College 
and Chinook’s Edge School 
Division cover everything 
else, he explained. 
Roughly $2,0(M) a month, 


Schulz asked council to 
provide the money until the 
site can pay for itself. 

“If we don’t find funding 
from anyone it becomes 
very tough. If someone 
said, ‘we’re thinking of 
using the room,’ how can I 
show them it without get¬ 
ting paid? Funding is really 
important to allow the flex¬ 
ibility to have people come 
in and try it." 

Mayor Brian Wittal said 
council will look at options 
during the committee of 
the whole meeting tonight 
so they can come up with a 
decision by month’s end. 


“We’re in support of hav¬ 
ing it in the community ... 
there are great opportuni¬ 
ties there.” He suspects it’ll 
need another year to mar¬ 
ket and get more people 
using the site. 

“We would have liked the 
funding three years ago 
instead of the last six 
months. 

If we had it for three 
years we’d be up, running 
and sustainable ... hopeful¬ 
ly we will eventually get 
some corporate sponsor¬ 
ship." 

Schulz said there was 
interest from one company 


in sponsoring the site but 
he hasn’t heard much more 
than that. 

“I’d say fund it for awhile, 
see what happens. Re-eva- 
lute. Decide if it’s some¬ 
thing you want to keep 
going. Hopefully I can keep 
it in the direction it’s going 
and keep it a valuable part 
of the community," he said 
explaining he has courses 
booked into October.

A memorial service hon¬ 
ouring the life of Master 
Cpl. Kichanl Cumow will 
be held in ('arstairs this 
week. 

Family and friends will 
be remembering Cumow at 
the ('arstairs Legion start¬ 
ing at 2 p.m. June 18. 

The 25-year-old 

Carstairs-raised soldier 
went missing following a 
10-kilometre training run 
with eight fellow soldiers 
near Emily Murphy Park in 
Edmonton May 5. His dis¬ 
appearance resulted in 
extensive searches includ¬ 
ing the police, members of 


the military and volun¬ 
teers. 

Cumow’s body was later 
found near Hedwater May 

22 . 

“For his age, he had lived 
a life many others would 
never come near,” wrote 
Richard’s mother Susan 
Cumow in an e-mail to the 
Courier. 

“On his second tour of 
Afghanistan he was part of 
a team of five men. 
Between them they 
defused 71 Improvised 
Explosive devices (IEI)) 
thus saving many, many 
lives.” 

At home, Susan called 
Richard a great outdoors- 


“(He) loved four by four- 
ing in his Jeep, loved to 
take part in Ironman races 
and was preparing for the 
Death Race in Grande 
Cache in August,” she 
added. 

A funeral service was 
held at the Lecture* Training 
Facility, CFB Edmonton 
Garrison June 3. 

“I don’t think there was a 
dry eye at his funeral and 
the* words people spoke 
had nothing but praise for 
him as a friend and as a sol¬ 
dier,” Susan said. 

“He adored his daughter, 
who has that same kind of 
personality which lights up 
a room and makes people 
smile. 


“A quote from one of his 
best army buddies was - 
That guy was put on this 
earth to make others 
smile.’" 

In terms of the support 
the Cumow family has 
received while dealing w ith 
their loss, Susan said it has 
come from many sources. 

“We have been over¬ 
whelmed by the kindness 
of people around us,” she 
said. 

“Their support and their 
love. The military, the 
RCMP, family and friends 
have all been a tower of 
strength at this difficult 
time and we thank them 
all."

Didsbury author writes and publishes first book

A story idea dreamt up 
almost 15 years ago has 
been put to paper, illustra¬ 
tions included, and pub¬ 
lished by two local women. 

Maxine Spence, author, 
remembers well how the 
idea of her children’s book, 
Leaf, came into existence. 
Living near Ponoka in the 
country at the time, Spence 
went for a walk around the 
block. “In the country a 
walk around the block is 
quite different from a walk 
around the block in the 
city.

“It’s very therapeutic,” 
said illustrator Elsie 
Archer, who said the story¬ 
line, about inevitable 
changes that occur in life, 
will resonate with adults 
and children.

publish her first book. 

Her story was written 
when her children were 
still young, she said, 
between 13 and 15 years 
ago. She had since sent it 
to various publishing com¬ 
panies but was never 
accepted. 

“I would send it out then 
get busy with life for a few 
years and try again.” One of 
the last places she sent her 
story, the publisher 
returned her application 
with a handwritten note on 
the front saying he believed 
the story had merit, but 
couldn’t publish it at the 


time as he was selling his 
company. 

“It was at that point I 
decided I should publish it 
myself.” Having seen 
Archer’s art over the years, 
Spence knew she wanted 
her to illustrate the book, 
but was too nervous to ask. 

“1 was at a (writing) con¬ 
ference in Calgary and a 
woman was talking about 
how she got a contract 
from a publisher but turned 
it down. I almost fell out of 
my seat... but she said you 
lose a lot of your control 
especially when it comes to 
deciding who does your 
illustrations," said Spence, 
who didn't want them to 
look like cartoons. “That’s 
when I thought of Elsie and 
knew I had to ask.” 

For Archer, though she’s 
done illustrations before, 
she had never done it for a 
book before and was inter¬ 
ested and intrigued when 
Spence approached her. 

“It turned out better than 
I could have imagined,” 
said Spence of the water¬ 
colour drawings of the leaf 
travelling through the four 
seasons, and the animals 
and trees. 

“I’d say between mid 
February and the end of 
March I steadily worked 
away at the illustrations," 
explained Archer. “They 
just came to me. 1 would go 


down to my studio and say 
a little prayer and would 
very seldom make a mis¬ 
take,” she said. 

The paintings were 
exactly what Spence was 
looking for. “She would say 
I want something like this 
for the cover with the 
leaves moving like this,” 
said Archer, moving her 
hand in a wave across the 
page. “And I knew exactly 
what she wanted." 

The books were pub¬ 
lished in Calgary and 
arrived in Didsbury just 
last week. Spence remem¬ 
bers coming into her house 
from the yard and being 
surprised to see the box of 
books on the counter, 
brought home by her hus¬ 
band as a surprise. After 
looking slowly over each 
page to make sure it was 
perfect she cried, then 
danced around the kitchen 
with her husband and two 
sons. 

Spence and Archer will 
be at the Didsbury 
Municipal library on June 
25 at 3 p.m. for a book 
reading with illustrations 
on display. And they will be 
signing books and showing 
the prints in Olds at 
Different Strokes July 7.

Canada Post strike 
solution is privatization

With the breakdown in negotiations between Canada Post 
management ;uid the Canadian Union of Postal Workers, 
many cities across Canada have been subjected to rotating 
strikes by the mail carriers. 

Naturally, it Ls Canadians who rely on the Crown eor|M na¬ 
tion for mail delivery that are adversely affected. It doesn’t 
have to be this way. To protect consumers, the solution Ls to 
privatize Canada Post. 

Canaria Post has the exclusive right to deliver letters by 
"siuiil mail,” meaning that its services an* protected from 
competition by law. In other words, Canada Post has a 
monopoly on certain mail services. Private Anns like FedEx 
and UPS. however, are |>ennit1ed to deliver goods, newspa- 
I>ers, Ixxiks/inagazini's, and “letters of an urgent nature” or 
express mail. 

But |H)stal services need not be delivered by a public 
monopoly protected from competitive pressures. In fact, 
Canadians would benefit tremendously from privatizing 
Canada Post and opening up all postal services to competi¬ 
tion. 

Piles of real world evidence show t hat private firms typical¬ 
ly outperform their public sector counterparts. Research that 
has looked specifically at Canada Post suggests privatization 
would gre'atly improve services and tx*nefit consumers. 

Tile- Mail Monopoly, an in-depth analysts of ('iuiaeia’s postal 
service published in 1990, founel that Canada Post has billed 
to provide Canadians with expedient and reliable services. As 
an example of pexir service, the author, Profe-ssor Douglas 
Aelie of Ohio University, notes) that it texik about the same 
amount of time to deliver a letter in 1990 as it did 200 years 
before. 

Adie |jointed to New Zealand's experience with privatizing 
postal service's as reason for Canada to follow suit. After the 
New Zt'alancl Post Office was privatized, it moves! from a loss 
to a profit by reducing its staff by 20 per cent and its costs by 
:X) per cent. It also sped up mail delivery and increased “on 
time” delivery by 15 per cent. Professor Aelie concluded that 
postal service's are not likeiy to improve in Canada until 
Canada Post is privatized and subject to competition. 

In a 2007 study, University of Toronto professor Edward 
Iacobucci and hLs colleagues also concluded that privatizing 
Canaria Post would result in efficiency gains and improve¬ 
ments in service quality. The study founel that labour Issue's, 
particularly the presence of the Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers, make it difficult for Canada Post to improve effi¬ 
ciency and productivity. 

For instance, in 2005 Canada Post lost 16 days per full-time 
employin' to absenteeism in delivery and mail processing 
eiperdlions. Tliis was 60 per cent higher than the Canadian 
average for manufacturing employees and 20 per cent higher 
than the' rate* for all unionized employee's. 

Privatizing Canada Post will also result in decreased stamp 
price's. A recent roport front the' Montreal Economic Institute 
summarized the European experii'nce with privatization anel 
competition in postal services and found Austria, 
Netherlands, ;uiel Germany e'xjx'rienced an 1 ljx*r cent to 17 
|x*r cent elecline in the 1 price of stamps for letter mail lifter pri¬ 
vatization. 

Tlie benefits of privatization result from key difference's 
Ix't wee'ii how private sector firms and Crown corporations 
Ix'have and the incentives e'ach fae-e*s. 

Crown corporations typically operate in a state-provided 
monopoly shieided from competitive discipline. This means 
they an> not required to constantly update- technologies and 
production proce'sse's or offer innovative predue'ts and se-rv- 
ices to customers. 

In addition, it is impossible for Crown corporations to go 
broke, as gove'mments generally bail them out. If private' 
businesse‘s incur sustained losses, the decline of e'apital will 
push them into banknipte-y. As a re*sult, the- private sen teir 
must provieie e ustomers with the ejuality eif gexxLs anel servic- 
e*s they demand, in a timely manner and at affordable prices. 
The- public sex-tor simply elex-s not fae-e the* same pressures. 

Canaelians have rnue-h to gain from the* privatizaliem eif 
postal service's; the current union strike only strengthens the 
case. It’s time to privatize Canada Post.

John Wliite'sell, who spent throe 
decades responding to calls in the 
We*st Country, says one sure thing his 
experience taught him was that the 
weather in the region can be very 
unsettled, posing a real danger to any¬ 
one e-aught unprepared. 

“Basically everyone nex-els to have 
aelexpiati' supplies every time they 
hi'ad out west,” saiel White'sell. “That 
means adequate clothing, fexxl, water 
;uid a first aiel kit. Aid make sure 
someone knows where you are and 
when you’ll be coming back.” 

Aelam Dina, the newly appointed 
public information officer for EMS for 
Alberta Health, echoes White-sell’s 
comments. 

“For backcountry safety in gene-ral 
we> advise to plan ahe'ael anel leave 
details of your trip with someone 
bae k home, including where you’ll be 
anel when you’ll be bae k,” saiel Loria, a 
paramexlic. 

The Alberta Emergency 
Management Agency says every 
motorist heaeling into wilderness 
areas should have an eme'rgene-y kit in 


their vehicle, and that kit should 
include at li'ast a flashlight, radio, 
water (six litres pe-r person) non-per¬ 
ishable fexxl, candles anil matches, 
and at least one change' of clothing. 

Sgt. Patrick Webb, who spe-aks for 
the RCMP in Alberta says there is no 
indication that the- Berringtons hail an 
emergency kit in their vehicle. 

Whether having those supplies 
woulel have made a difference in the 
Berringtons’ case remains a question 
that cannot be answered. Yet maybe, 
just maybe, it could have made the dif¬ 
ference, epiite lite-rally, between life 
anel ele'ath. 

The bottom line Ls anyone planning 
to visit the wilderness are'as in the 
regiem - or even somexjne who regu¬ 
larly spends time in the backcountry - 
would lx- smart anel prudent to bring 
along an emergency preparexiness kit. 

It take's time- anel effort to be pre¬ 
parexl for a trip into the wilderness - 
but as hard experience has shown, 
that e'ffort is worthwhile t'ach anel 
every time.

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Football camp gives taste of upcoming season

With six veteran players 
leaving high school, the 
Didsbury football team is 
looking for new recruits. 
Last week the Dragons 
hosted a spring camp for 
anyone wanting to return 
in the fall and for those 
interested in joining, a 
chance to check it out.

Students going into 
Grade !• or above in the fall 
are eligible for the 9-man 
team. Typically the roster 
is about 20 deep, but 25 is 
preferred to have enough 
players if there’s injuries or 
absentees. This year the 
team is inviting kids going 
into tirade 8 to come out as 
redshirts. 

“They’re a year too young 
to play but we have no ban¬ 
tam or peewee teams," said 
Lefebvre, explaining other 
teams have the advantage 
of having players learning 
the game at a younger age. 
“It’s the same issue in 
Carstairs so we’re both 
hoping to get some 
younger kids in here prac¬ 
tising with us." He said if 
both get the younger play¬ 
ers, they'd host some exhi¬ 
bition games so they have a 
chance to compete and 


experience a full game. “It's 
exciting. Even if we get 
three or four it adds num¬ 
bers to tin 1 practice which 
helps." 

The Dragons finished the 


weekend with a jamboree 
against other 9-man teams 
in the league. It’s a hands- 
on training camp where 
groups practise drills 
against each other and 


coaches are on the field for 
hands- on guiding. 

“It’s not competitive ... it 
gives them a taste of the 
game and a chance to do 
some teaching and focus 


on specifics."

Chamber maintains rent rate

Council voted against raising the monthly rent for 
the chamber of commerce after hearing from new 
chamber president Diana Steer. 

“The 2011-2012 budget has already been approved 
for this year and membership fee has been set. We are 
already in a slight deficit position and an increase to 
our rent will put us further behind,” she said to coun¬ 
cil Tuesday. 

Chamber’s lease at the train station expired at the 
end of May. Admin recommended to council to up the 
rent by $75 a month to cover the increased costs of 
utilities and maintenance of the station. 

Steer explained since the downturn in 2008 it’s been 
difficult to retain membership and having to up mem¬ 
bership to cover costs of the increased rent could < 

prove detrimental. The budget for the year is set at 
just over $6,500 and with rent, membership fees in the 
ACC, insurance and the downtown Christmas lighting 
project, there's not a lot of wiggle room, she 
explained. 

“My decision would be to defer until beginning of 
next fiscal year so they have an opportunity to budg¬ 
et for it,” said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

“When things pop up on us we haven’t budgeted for, 
we don’t appreciate that.” 

Council agreed to maintain the lease at $175 until 
the start of the chamber’s new fiscal year next May.

She attended Eastway School for 
ten years when she quit to stay at 
home and help her mother on the farm. She 
assisted with the cooking and cleaning and 
chores for several years due to her mothers fail¬ 
ing health. She eventually began working for 
numerous farmers throughout the community as 
a homemaker. In the spring of 1943 while work¬ 
ing at Castle's, Alberta on a sheep camp she met 
Archie Garriock and they were married in June of 
1944. They began their lives together north of 
Bassano working on a horse ranch with 2500 
head of horses. Archie worked with the animals 
and Edith was a homemaker for the family and 
ranch hands. They worked the ranch until moving 
to the Brooks area in the spring of 1946 where 
they resided until moving to Oyen in 1953 where 
Edith stayed at home and raised her family. In 
1958 they moved to the Atlee area where they 
bought and ran a grocery store for five years until 
the business was destroyed by a fire in March of 
1963. After the fire Edith began working for the 
Mitchener Centre in Red Deer and lived in 
Blackfalds, Penhold and eventually moved to Red 
Deer in 1982. In 1983 Archie passed away and 
she continued working at the Centre until retiring 
in 1984. Following her retirement she remained 
in Red Deer until July of 1998 when she moved 
to Calgary and then to Milo in May of 2001. 
Edith then moved to Didsbury and married 
Lawrence Canning June 26, 2004 and has 
continued to reside in Didsbury since. 

Edith loved her family and spending time with 
them. She also enjoyed knitting, crocheting, 
having made afghans for all of her children and 
grandchildren, sewing, making numerous 
wedding ensembles over the years and 
handicrafts of all kinds, gardening and canning.
